M'WEENY CLOSES WEST SIDE DIVES 


Antagonists against vice in Chicago unex- 
pectedly received aid yesterday from two 
quarters. 

Assistance came from the new chief of 
police, who ordered all disorderly houses on 
west side car lines to close their doors and 
immediately to send their inmates away. 

From the other direction came well known 
citizens, saying that they represented 200,000 
of Chicago's population. They have present- 
ed petitions, it was learned, to the south park 
board, asking that the levee districts on the 
south side be wiped out, and that a park be 
established where now prevail tawdry pal- 
aces of immorality. 

The park board entertained the citizen dele- 
gation at its latest meeting. The delegation 
was headed by Prof. Graham Taylor, Chief 
Justice Harry Otson of the Municipal court, 


and Mrs. Alice E. Bates, @ social worker. 


Their arguments were backed by numerous 
petitions. 


In Heart of South Side Levee. 

The tract which it is proposed to embrace 
in the park is the heart of the present south 
side lévee. The eastern boundary; it fs sug- 
gested, would be the alley between tate and 
Dearborn str 
wert, half a ‘from tHe Rock Island 
tracks. Archer avenue would be the northern 
frontier and Twenty-second street the south- 
ern boundary. 

Taken generally, little else than saloons 
and disreputable houses and blocks would be 
affected, although a few manufacturing es- 
tablishments are within the zone to be 
cleared, which is about ten acres in extent. 


Make Five Demands. 

The demands, summarized, were five in 
number, as follows: 

1.—That a park is needed in the Twenty- 
second street Section and that the special 
park commission. has supported the abolition 
plan. 

2. That a park in that general region, with 
the levee still in existence, would only in- 
crease the menace to morality, as poor per- 
sons would not wish to use the park, and little 
children would not be permitted within its 
gates. 

. — That the park, as planned, would 
eliminate the present vice district, that the 
objectionable® resorts on adjacent State 
street would soon die for want of support, 
and the hangers-on of the southern outskirts 
would soon disappear for the same reasons. 

4.—That such a park would be the logical 
step following the report of the vice com- 


mission, and such an investment would re- 


ceive the support of the public and taxpayers. 
5.—That promoters of the plan are prepared 
to care for all women thus made homeless 
who will attempt a return to the right way 
of living. 
Petitions Amaze Board. 

The petitions, which amazed the board 
members by their quantity and quality, 
were from many leading churches, family ho- 
tels, and residents of the south side. Sifce 
that time the board has received numerous 
letters from individuals as well as addi- 
tional petitions, and more are expected dt 
the next meeting on May 24. 

There appeared to be no doubt in minds of 
the petitioners that condemnation of vice 


| district property and substitution of a pub- 


lic park would solve the question. Segrega- 
tion, they argued, did not segregate in actual- 
ity, so abolition was a necessity. 

Members of the board asked if the petition- 
ers did not fear that extinction of the Twen- 
ty-second street district would stmply move 
the disreputable element farther south, simi- 
lar to the hegira of the old Dearborn and 
Clark street and Custom House plece 
habitués, but they thought not.

‘Woman Aided by City Club in 


Fight on Undertaker’s 
Charge for Services. 


EXAMPLE IN KLYN CASE. 


Attorney Harry E. Smoot, chairman of the 
City club's committee on burial expenses, 
today will take legal steps to rescue the body 
of Paul Rlyn from Joseph Jarzemboweki, 
an undertaker at 1356 Noble street. This 
action will be taken at the request of Klyn’s 
widow. 

Following this, Mr. Smoot will join with 
Miss Harriet Vittum, resident superintend- 
ent of the Northwestern University settle- 
ment, in asking Mayor Harrison to revoke 
the undertaker's licenge. They will charge 
him with improper conduct in refusing to 
deliver the body to Mrs. Klyn and with 
tempting extortion in the same case. 

From ‘7 o’clock in the evening until 7 in 
the morning Anna Klyn works in a res- 
taurant, scrubbing floors, washing dishes 
and doing other back breaking tasks. Tues- 
day morning she returned to her dark little 
flat, in a basement at 849 Marshfield avenue. 
Her li-year-old daughter, Helen, sat on the 
bed of the kitchen bedroom weeping, while 
an odor of gas pervaded the place. The 
woman opened the door of the main bed- 
room and found her husband stretched on 
the floor. He was unconscious, but the spark 
of life was not yet extinct. 


Quick to Remember “Joe.” 

Mrs. Klyn rushed into the saloon of L. 
Rediger, adjoining, and told Rediger what 
had happened. The saloon man returned 
with her, shut off the gas, which was flow- 
ing from two open jets, and threw open the 
window. Rediger says the man gasped two 
or three times after he came, but he didn't 
send for a doctor. 

He drew from his pocket a looking glass 
on the back of which was printed a like- 
ness of Undertaker Jarzembowseki, with the 
injunction, “ Don't forget Joe.” Rediger 
told the widow to send the body to the un- 
dertaker and the West Chicago avenue sta- 
tion’s patrol wagon was pressed into serv- 
ice and the body way taken to Jarzembow- 
ski’s. So every one “ remembered Joe,” and 
no one thought of the doctor, 


Death Brings a Difference. 

Paul Kiyn, living, was welcome nowhere, 
but Paul Klyn, dead, was worth money. For 
Ave months he had besieged the charities for 
work, but when he died men fought for his 
body. 

Mrs. Klyn called on the undertaker on 
Wednesday to make arrangements for the 
funeral. She met there Michael Macicza and 
Samuel Hietka, officers of the National Slavic 
Benevolent society, in which Klyn was in- 
sured for $1,000. Jarzembowski told her the 
funeral would cost her $126. 

After the conference at the undertaker's the 
little Polish woman went to her friend, su ise 
Vittum, at the settlement house. She told 
her story and Miss Vittum, knowing a funeral 
of this kind should cost about $50, went with 
her to the undertaker.

JURY UP AGAINST QUESTION OF 
ANGUISH OF INVERTED TURTLE 


Boston Cruelty Agent Prosecutes Grill- 
keeper—Calls Professor of Psychol- 
ogy, Who Testifies as Expert. 


Boston, Mass., May 4.—[Special.]—Does a 
turtie suffer while lying on its back and if it 
does what are the external indications of 
pain? A jury is called upon to determine 
these questions at ...e trial of John H. Wein- 
er, manager of a grill, who caused the 106 
pound turtle to lie om its back from 10a. m. 
to 8 p. m. with the result that the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals caused 
him to be hailed into court 

So knotty is the issue that the prosecution 
offered expert opinion regarding the feelings 
of a turtle while it was in an inverted state. 
Prof. Robert M. Yerkes of the department 
of psychology at Harvard qualified as the 
expert. 

Harvey Fuller, agent of the society, said 
the turtles eyes were bulging out and red. 
Its head protruded seven or eight inches and 
was rigid. Prof. Yerkes said the conditions 
described would indicate fatigue or discom- 
fort. The professor will be cross examined 
tomorrow by counsel for the defendant, who 
claims the turtle did not suffer by reason of 
the posture.

BRITAIN TO HELP 
15,000,000 NEEDY 


Chancellor Lloyd-George Of. 
fers His Plan for Govern- 
ment Insurance. 


RAISE FUND IN 3 WAYS. 


[BY CABLE © THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, May 4.—David Lloyd- George. 
chancellor of the exchequer, today introduced 
his plan of state insurance againet unem- 
ployment, sickness, and invafidity—a measure 
designed to aid nearly 15,000,000 needy sub- 
jects of the crown. 

The proposal includes help from the state 
in the crusade against consumption, provid- 
ing $7,500.000 to aid local authorities in bui!ld- 
ing sanitariumes, and $5,000,000 toward their 
maintenance. 

The chancellor estimated the total amount 
to be raised in the dual campaign at about 
$122,.500,000, of which the state would con- 
tribute $12,500,000 the first year. 
fourth year, he said, the state's contribution 
would be nearly $27,500,000. 


Contributions from Three Ways. 

According to the sickness feature of the 
bill, each worker whose annua! income falls 
below $800 will be compulsorily insured 
against illness, 80 as to assure him $1.20 a 
week during incapacity. Toward this the 
worker will contribute about a half de 
ducted from his wages. and the rest will 
be paid by his employer and the state. 

The weekly assessment against the in- 
sured will be 8 cents for men and 6 cents 
for women. Every worker in the class men- 
tioned, between 16 and 6 years of age. is 
included in the plan, The employer is to pay 
6 cents a week for each employé and the 
government (cents. 


Plans for Unemployed. 

Dealing with unemployment Insurance, the 
chancellor said it would apply at first only 
to the engineering, shipbuilding, and house 
pbuilding trades, involving 2,600,000 workers. 
Both the workers and the employers would 
pay 5 cents weekly each, the state contribut- 
ing $3,750,000 a year, or about one-fourth 
of the total cost. The contributors when 
unemployed would receive a maximum of 
$3.60 and a minimum of $1.68 weekly. No 
payments would be made in strikes or lock- 
outs. 

Praise May Be Veiled Thrust. 

Mr. Lioyd-George’'s plan was received with 
extraordinary approbation by all parties in 
parliament, which must have astonished that 
much execrated minister. 

It will be difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the praise bestowed by his political op- 
ponents conceals a side thrust at his old age 
pensions measure, which has always been 
severely criticised by the Unionists because it 
was not contributory. 


' Acknowledge Mastery of Bill 

While the government's supporters hail 
the insurance measure as the most compre- 
hensive plan of constructive legislation ever 
introduced in parlament, the Unionists offer 
ungrudging testimony to the capacity and 
the mastery of the intricate detalle dizplayed. 

The general opinion ie thet Chancellor 
Lioyd-George is too optimistic with regard to 
the cost of the scheme to the state and em- 
ployers, and a strong note of criticism fs al- 
ready emanating from the great manufactur- 
ers, who are certain to be heavily burdened.

While happy relatives and friends in Chis 
cago last evening were sending telegrams 
to all parts of the country telling of the 
good fortune of McCann, the recipient of the 
governor's favor sat in his prison cell un- 
aware of his good luck. Officials of the 
prison eald they would not allow McCann to 
be told of his pardon unt hi the arrival of thé 
papers from Springfield. 

Secretary of State James A. Rose made out 
the pardon papers in the evening and fore 
warded them to Jollet, where they will arrive 
in the first morning mall today. Warden & 
J. Murphy sald McCann's release would fol 
low immediately on his receipt of the papers, 


Thousands Piead for Pardon. 

The action of the governor on McCann's 
case, the second pardon be has granted 
during his two administrations, was taken 
after leading business men, church heads 
and workers, union labor leaders, social set- 
tlement workérs, and thousands of less 
Known citizens had made appeal througii 
perscnal letter and by petition for the con- 
victed man’s release. 4 

In a lengthy report to the governor, the 
board of pardons, including Garrett De For- 
rest Kinney, Charles G. Eekhart, and Ethan 
A. Snively, enumerated the arguments that 
had been made before the board at the Me- 
Cann pardon hearing a week ago, called 
attention to the thirty thousand IHinois p 
titioners for the pardon, and named scores 
of prominent citizens of the state who asked 
for his release. 

Tn addition to the pardon board's recom- 
mendation, the governor has received thus 
sands of letters on behalf of McCann, headed 
by a communication from ex-President 
Roosevelt, in which the colonel called at-

One of the chief reasons given by the board 
for the granting of the pardon was the fact 
that if McCann was not given Tis full freedom 
within thirty days he would lose his rights to 
a police pension—a property right the loss 
of which the board belleved should not be 
made a part of the punishment for the crime 
of which he was convicted. The governor 
recognized, too, that this property loss would 
be a punishment not contemplated by the 
trial jury. 

McCann Not Yet Notified. 

McCann has not been removed from the po- 
lice department. If he were only paroled he 
still would not be qualified to obtain the 
benefits of the pension which all policemen 
receive after the expiration of twenty years’ 
service, provided they are not under a cloud 
when the term of service expires.

Springfield, Ill, May 4.—[Special.}—A 
movement ta force the Juul Chicago sanitary 
district, outer harbor bill from the com- 
mittee on drainage and waterways’ took 
something like definite shape ‘today.

He now proposes to offer it to the 
house on Wednesday, and said ‘tonight that 
he was satisfied Speaker Adkins would grant 
him recognition for this purpose ln the 
house reconvenes. 

Mr. ApMadoc declared the speaker would 
have permitted him to offer the resolution 
today had Representative Kleeman deen 
present. 7 ; : 


Second Proposition.Talked Of. 
The second proposition the Chicago dele- 
gation may make to Representative Klee- 
man, Mr. ApMadoc said, is to prepare an 
entirely new bill, identical in language with 
the Juul measure, introduce it as a house 
bill, and have it referred to a committee other 


Kleeman heads. This is a long way §round, 
however, makes it nectseary. for Speaker 
Adkins to be a party directly to the proposi- 
tion and in addition necessitates committee 
action, and unavoidable delay, aside from 
causing the proposed bill to take its natural 
course in progressing through the senate. 
The third contingency which Mr. ApMadoc 
proposes to put up to Mr. Kleeman is to have 
the senate take up the Kleeman Calumet lake 
harbor bill and amend it on second reading 
by inserting the Juul bill, intact, for allafter 
Mr. Kleeman’s enacting clause. This course 
necessitates the enrollment of the senate in

Kleeman Has a Resolution. 

The latest word from Kleeman was that he 
will offer the following resolution in the 
house on Tuesday and that he expects the 
seventy«weven votes necessary to invoke rule 
12 will be forthcoming:

OPPONENT OF FREE SILVER. |, 


Active in Western Politics in Several 
Presidential Campaigns. 


Hot Springs, Ark., May 4—Former United 
States Senator Alfred Beard Kittredge of 
Sioux Falls, 8. D., who served two terms in 
the senate, his service ending two years * 
died here tonight. 

He was born in Cheshire county, N. K. 
March 28, 1861, obteined his early education 
in the public schools, and was graduated 
from Yale university in 1882. He then began 
the study of law and was graduated from 
Tale law school in 1885. 

When the free silver wave swept over the 
state and countfy, in 1896, Kittredge broke 
with Pettigrew and became the leader of 
the anti-free silver Republicans in South 
Dakota. 

On July 11, 1901, Mr. Kittredge wes ap- 
pointed United States senator to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Senator 
James H. Kyle. He served until March 4, 
1908. The legislature, which convened in 
January, 1908 elected him to the United 
States senate for a full term, he serving until 
March 4, 1900, when he was succeeded by 
Senator Coe I. Crawford.

it to be their first duty to enforce the law 
against all lawbreakers.
